"For five years I was a Navy 
Hospital Corpsman, then got 
out to go to sciiool. At the 
time the Navy liad no male 
nurses — so / worked as a 
civilian nurse, and then in 
another branch oi the 
service. In 1965 I returned 
to the Navy to make it my 
career. It's giving me the 
kind of life I want for myself 
and my family." 



"I couldn't have made it 
through two years of nursing 
school without the Navy's 
Nurse Corps Candidate 
Program. I've been at 
Bethesda Naval Hospital for 
five months and have met a 
tot of Navy nurses who've 
had assignments around the 
world. I am interested in 
serving overseas, especially 
Japan." 



"This is a v^onderfu! job. Our 
staff is so close — we have 
great teamwork. That's made 
nursing in a Navy hospital 
tremendously satisfying for 
me.

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Being a nurse in the Navy is a lot like nursing everywhere. You know the satisfying feeling of 
helping. On the other hand, you know it's not all clean sheets and happy patients in solariums. 

We're here to tell you how being a Navy nurse is different; why it's to your advantage; and 
how you can begin. 
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The Navy tries hard to assign you to a naval hospital of yoiir choice and also to the clinical 
specialty you are most interested in: 

general nursing 

operating room management 

anesthesiology 

research 

nuclear nursing 

teaching 

administration 

clinical areas: medical, surgical, pediatric 

There are times, though, like in a smaller hospital or dispensary, that you would practice 
general nursing. 

Most Navy hospitals are huge — something like university medical centers, with extensive 
research programs, efficient modern equipment for more thorough patient care, and 
continuous inservice training programs. 



The Navy Nurse Corps has its own Nursing Research Division to develop principles that will 
ultimately lead to improved patient care. !n addition, nurses are assigned to special 
projects like nuclear medicine, working with radio isotopes, 

"Hyperbaric Nursing" is the newest in-service training program for Navy nurses. The first 
class graduated in May,1967 at New London, Connecticut. Herea nurse learns the newest 
techniques for treating certain illnesses and injuries in a high pressure chamber. 
The REPOSE and the USS SANCTUARY, the two hospital ships off the coast of Vietnam, 
have the chamber and are savrtlg "hopeless" cases. 

"YOU FIND 'EM WE BIND 'EM. OPEN 24 HOURS A DAY." Navy nurses on the Sanctuary 
are living examples of their ship's motto. It means relief to the chopper pilots with their 
precious cargo. It means hope for the wounded American soldiers, sailors, Marines and 
pilots. And the Vietnamese civilians who can't read, soon understand the practical 
"language" of nursing care. 

It's an eight hour job in most naval hospitals. But a nurse in DaNang may be on her 
feet twenty hours — and still love it. (You don't stop caring because they need you so much.) 
Whereas a nurse at Bethesda Naval Hospital will drive home to a lovely apartment in 
Washington; a nurse in DaNang lives in a quonset hut that has a view of green rice paddies 
and mountain slopes, and the famous landmark, Marble Mountain.

in the intensive care unit in the world's largest military hospital in San Diego. One nurse 
slowly walks down the hall, thinking. 

3 A.M. and two nurses leave O.R., Naval Hospital, Yokosuka, Japan. Things were touch and 
go for awhile. 

The staffs on several wards stay late to welcome the small boatload of Vietnamese refugees 
coming aboard the REPOSE. 

In nearby DaNang they're just leaving a children's party in the "International Ward" — 
crossing the sand to "The Hilton", their quonset hut home. 

Sunset, the evening is turning soft and breezy as a group of Navy nurses come out of the 
Naval Hospital, Naples. 

This time of year in Alaska the morning comes absurdly early. Huddled groups of nurses 
and doctors crunch through the snow in front of the modern Naval Hospital, Kodiak. 

There's something always happening in naval hospitals around the world. You'll have 
extra responsibilities as a Navy nurse. But you' II welcome them because you're ready. A 
Navy nurse finds that in comparison with civilian hospitals, the nursing care is more 
extensive, with a greater percentage of traumatic cases. She is responsible for total patient 
care on her unit. And she works with Navy Hospital Corpsmen, helping with their training.

A Navy nurse has four weeks orientation to the Navy at Newport, R.I. Orientation to nursing 
and naval medicine is provided at the first duty station. 

In addition to being a nurse, you'll be a naval officer — appointed by the President — with 
the position of authority and the privileges of an officer. 





Those unforgettable times . . . 

a flower picked for you from the hospital garden 

a letter of thanks a year later 

a special greeting from a patient who's just off the critical list 

a month's vacation halfway around the world 

the first time you had a meeting with your fellow officers — 
Doctors and men and women in command positions 

dinner at the Officers Club and the start of a romance. 



How far is it to Navy nursing? That depends on where you are. If you're a registered nurse 
or a student nurse in a diploma program or four year college program — not far! 
Student nurses enrolled in diploma nursing education programs of at least three academic 
years duration, may apply for a commission in the Direct Appointment Program within the 
six months before graduation. 

A junior or senior enrolled in an accredited collegiate school of nursing may be eligible to 
enroll as a Navy Nurse Corps Candidate and complete education at Navy expense. After 
entering the Navy, a Candidate may get a B.S., or M.S. degree. If she attends 
college full time, the Navy pays full tuition and living expenses, plus Navy salary; which 
is repaid later with service on active duty. 

Six months before graduation, Candidates are*commissioned Ensign in the U.S. Naval 
Reserve and complete their studies with the pay and allowances of that grade. They 
may later qualify for a Regular Navy commission during their active duty. 
After proving herself capable at the first duty station, a Navy nurse may apply 
for overseas assignment. 



Qualifications for the Navy Nurse Corps Candidate Program: 

Male or female junior or senior collegiate student ertrolhd in 
an accreditee/ school 

A U.S. citizen, regardless of race, creed or nationality. 
Physically qualified according to Navy standards. 

Must agree to serve 3 years of active duty if enrolled in the program 
as juniofs, or 2 years if enrolled as seniors. 

If a female applicant, be unmarried without dependents at time of application. 
If a male applicant, there are no marital or dependency restrictions. 

Qualifications for Direct Appointment: 

A male or female U.S. citizen, regardless of race, creed, or nationality. 
At least 20 and not over 35 years when appointed. 

Physically qualified according to Navy standards. 

If a female applicant, may be married or unmarried, 
but without dependents under ^8 years. 

If a male applicant, there are no marital or dependency restrictions. 
A graduate of a 3 year academic approved school of nursing. 

A registered professional nurse in good standing, and actively employed in nursing.
